WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Condi- 
tions in Mexican territory controlled 
by Gen. Carranza are rapidly becom- 
ing normal, according to advices to 
the State Department today from 
American Consul Blocker at Piedras 
Negras.

The 
Villa agency here emphatically con- 
tradicted reports that the mobiliza- 
tion of Villa troops at Juarez had any 
sinister aspect with respect to rela- 
tions with the United States. As a

McKenna’s View of the 
Monster Budget.

ONDON, Sept. .21.—The greatest 

war budget in the world’s his- 

tory was introduced in the 
House of Commons today by Regi- 
nald McKenna, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, as another step toward 
financing the war, which is now cost- 
ing Great Britain nearly $25,000,000 
daily. 

New military requirements and 
changed methods of warfare hae 
created overnight additional expendi- 
tures which had not been reckoned 
even in the comparatively recent es- 
timates of David Lloyd George, the 
Munitions Minister, necessitating in 
this budget, the third since the out- 
break of hostilities, the most drastic 
and far-reaching taxes in the his- 
tory of the country and involving even 
free trade. 

Hereafter automobiles, bicycles, 
moving-picture films, clocks, watches, 
musical instruments, plate glass and 
hats will pay a tax of 33 1-3 per cent. 
ad valorem, though, as Mr. McKenna 
explained, the objects of such taxa- 
tion are “purely temporary and with- 
out regard to a permanent effect on 
trade,” being primarily to 
discourage imports and 
foreign exchange situation. 

Spirits and beer, whieh have been 
the object of such agitation, remained 
untouched by the new schedules, The 
principal blow fell on incomes, the 
existing tax on incomes not only be- 
ing jumped 40 per cent., but its scope 
widened so as to catch even working- 
men earning as little as $14 weekly. 
The very wealthy must contribute to 
the government more than one-third 
of their revenue. 

CHEAP POSTAGE ABOLISHED. 

‘The i-cent. mail will be abolished 
entirely and the weight heretofore 
carried in the mails for 2 cents will 
be reduced. The rate on telegrams, 
which is 12 cents for twelve words, 
is increased to 18 cents and there is 
also to be a proportionate increase in 
telephone charges. 

The sugar tax, though largely in- 
creased, will mean only an extra 
penny per pound burden for the gen- 
eral public, for the sale of all sugar 
is now regulated by the Royal Com- 
mission, which will reduce the price 
to refiners and dealers. 

General debate on the budget is yet 
to be held, but it was apparent that 
Mr. Mekenna's suggestions were re- 
ceived by a virtually unanimous 
house. The Chancellor said mei- 
dentally that he would have occa- 
sion to call on the country for an- 
other war loan. 

Fiscal theories must go by the 
board,. Mr. McKenna declared. The 
Chancellor was actuated by the two- 
fold principle of raising additional 
funds and enforcing economy on all 
classes by means of taxation. 

INCREASES PROPOSED. 

The Chancellor first proposed an 
increase in the duty on sugar to 9s. 
4d. ($2.24) per hundredweight. 

An all-around increase of 50 per 
cent. in the duty on tea, coffee, 
chicory, tobacco, dried fruits and 
other articles was suggested and also 
an increase of 100 per cent. on 
patent medicines. 

Mr. McKenna’s opening sentence 
left no doubt as to the drastic charac- 
ter of the measures he was to recom- 
mend. 

1 must ask the House of Com- 
mons.” he said, “to sanction great and 
unprecedented burdens. I am confi- 
dent that if the proposed taxes are as- 
sented to by the House, they will be 
accepted by the country.” 

Emphazing the difficulty of fram- 
ing estimates in time of war, Mr. Me- 
Kenna gave the revenues and expen di- 
tures as accurately as he was able 
to do. He said the revenue for the 
current year would be £272,000,000 
and the expenditure £1,590,000,000. 

MUST BORROW AGAIN. 


“Our national wealth is great,” he 
continued, “and this debt will not 
cripple our resources, but we must 
not overlook the strain which such an 
expenditure will impose on our sources 
of supply. It will be necessary to bor- 
row again.” 

Referring to the gigantic total of 
expenditures, the chancellor said the 
navy was costing £190,000,000 and the 
army £715,000,000. The country also 
had to bear external advances amount- 
ing to £423,000,000. The total daily 
rate of expenditure would be upwards 
of £4,500,000 and in the latter part of 
the year, might raise to £5,000,000. 

Ordinary services, he said, absorbed 
£170,000,000, excluding the army and 
navy, but including provisions for the 
national debt. 

“There is no record of a nation 
having voluntarily accepted a burden 
bearing so high a proportion to the 
total national income for which pro- 
vision has to be made for a single 
year,” he said. “The new taxation 
he had to propose, ‘will satisfy neither 
the strict free trader nor the scientific 
tariff reformer.’

With only two months remaining 
before Congress meets, the admin- 
istration is still without a complete 
programme of defense and absolutely 
without a financial programme 
Secretary McAdoo, it was learned to- 
day, will not consent to a bond is 
sue. The President, it was learned, 
will not consent to a revision of the 
tariff. The “war taxes” are to be 
re-enacted and an increase of the in- 
come tax is contemplated. A tax on 
tea and coffee is also under con- 
sideration, but all of these remedies 
will merely serve to offset the deficit 
in the treasury, leaving nothing for 
military preparedness. For these rea- 
sons, the conference between the 
President and his former Secretary of 
State is awaited with the greatest 
interest.

TO THE ALLIES. 


Investment Bankers Say it’s 
a Matter of Business. 


Resolution Declares We Must 


Extend Our Credit. 


Strict Neutrality also Meets 
with Their Approval, 


[SY A. r NIGHT WIRE.) 
DENVER, Sept. 21.—The invest- 

ment of American capital in Europe 

at the present time was indorsed to- 


day by the convention of the Invest- 


ment Bankers’ Association of Ameri- 
ca, in session here. The delegates ex- 
pressed approval of a policy of ex- 
tension of foreign credits, “not as in- 
Gicating either partiality or prejudice 
but solely as a matter of business and 
practically as a necessary outcome of 
existing conditions.” 

The sentiment of the delegates was 
crystallized in a resolution indorsing 
the neutrality policy of the national 
administration and urging bankers to 
maintain that attitude in conducting 
international transactions. 

The subject of foreign investments 
was exhaustively discussed by Dr. E. 
E. Pratt, chief of the Bureau of For- 
lien and Domestic Commerce, who 
declared that under the present sys- 
tem of world finance, the slogan 
“trade follows the loan.“ is more 
nearly true than the better-known 
phrase, “trade foflows the flag.” 

ACTION UNANIMOUS. 


The resolution approving the exten- 
Bion of foreign credit wholly as a mat- 
ter of business was adopted unani- 
mousiy. The resolution was introduced 
by W. R. Compton of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the Special Committee on 
3 Credits It declared that 

opportunity for the United States 
becoming a creditor instead of a debt - 
nation, as a result of the present 
ternational financial situation, should 
not be overlooked. 

The resolutions set forth that a year 
ago this country “faced a financial and 
4ndustrial crisis of an almost un- 
parallelled nature, which has so far 
been averted by the enormous foreign 
demand for the products of America's 
farms and factories.” : 

“The continuance of this demiind,”’ 
the resolution continues, “and the con- 
tinued prosperity of the country can 
only be assured by the providing of 
foreign credits in settlement of a trade

Archibald, the American newspaper 
correspondent, when he was appre- 
hended August 30 at Falmouth while 
proceeding from New York to Rotter- 
dam, seventeen are described as hav- 
ing been made public and the other 
seventeen as being “insufficient to 
warrant publication.” 


Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador to the United States, in 
one letter says Mr. Archibald “is pro- 
ceeding to Germany to collect material 
for lectures in the United States in 
the interest of the German cause.” 

In a letter addréssed to Mr. Arch- 
ibaid, Count von Bernstorff says: 

“I have heard with pleasure that 
you wish once more to return to 
Germany and Austria after having 
promoted our interests out here in 
such a zealous and successful man- 
ner.” 

Capt. von Papen, the military at- 
tache at the German Embassy in 
Washington, in a letter to a Berlin 
friend, said: 

“Mr. Archibald is going to Germany 
and Austria to collect new impressions 
from the point of view of the strictly

n.“ 


The documents included a letter

Sore on a Mine Mule Gives 
Him Much Concern. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

PRIMERO (Colo.) Sept. 21.— 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., slept in a 
coal camp tonight. After a busy day 
of inspection, in the course of which 
he swung a pick in the Frederick 
mine and ate luncheon on the porch 
of a rustic mountain cabin under tow- 
ering pines at Stonewall, the Standard 
Ou magnate late in the afternoon 
reached the Primero camp. Tired out. 
Rockefeller announced that he would 
spend the night with the men. 

Before retiring Mr. Rockefeller ate 
dinner in the miners’ boarding-house, 
then spent the early evening talking 
with the men who had just come 
from the underground workings. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s day of inspection 
began at the Frederick mine at Val- 
dez, about fifteen miles west of Trini- 
dad. There he donned blue overalls 
and jumper and trudged through two 
or three miles of narrow tunnels. Once 
Rockefeller borrowed a pick and 
chopped away lustily until chunks of 


to his immense delight. . 
From Valdez the Rockefeller party 
motored to Stonewall, a summer re- 


sort fifty miles west of Trinidad. 
There Mr. Rockefeller was guest of 
honor at a luncheon given by F. J. 
Radford, chairman of the State com- 
mittee which expended $100,000 of 
the Rockefeller Foundation money for 
the relief of unemployment after the 
recent coal strike was called off. After 
the luncheon Mr. Rockefeller ad- 
dressed the party. Referring to the re- 
Hef work, he said: 

“You gentlemen have expended this 
money in a way that may well be 
taken as an example by charitable or- 
<anizations all over the world. You 
have given no man a penny if he was 
able to work for it. The men you have 
aided were allowed to earn every cent 
they received. This magnificent road 
on which we have come from Trinidad 
is proof that the work done by them 
was profitable and that they need not 
be ashamed of having accepted their 


IMPRESSES THE MINERS. 
{BY A. P. NIGHT ] 

VALDEZ (Colo. pt. 21.—Mr. 
Rockefeller swung a pick and dug out 
coal during his inspection of the 
mines here today. He didn’t dig very 
much coal and the grinning miners 
doubted whether he could earn very 
g00d wages by the month. 

Then, standing in the dim glare of 
the lights on the caps of himself and 
his companions, Mr. Rockefeller made 
a little talk to the three or four 
grimy coal diggers whose toil he had 
interrupted. 

“Men, we are partners in this buai- 
ness,” he said. “Anybody from inside 
the camp or from outside who has 
been telling you that we are enemies 
has been trying to deceive you. 1 
can't get along without vou, and you 
can't get along without me. WI had 
all the money in the world 1 couldn't 
run these Colorado mines without you 
workmen, and you. with all your 
Drawn and muscle, couldn't earn a 
living digging coal out of the ground 
unless there was capital to buy these 
mules and lay the tracks and provide 
a market for the coal. We are part- 
mers, that's what we are, and I want 
to — business with you on that prin- 
ciple.” 

Then Rockefeller turned to leave. 
“You are not as bad as you are 
painted to be,“ remarked one of the 
miners as he picked up his pick and 
went hack to his toil. 

HOW TROUBLE STARTS. 


During his stay here Mr. Rockefel- 
ler visited several of the buildings 
and talked with the men, particularly 
with Archie Dennison, the grievance 
representative of the camp. Dennison 
told the Standard ol magnate of 
several instances when, through direct 
mediation with the officers of the 
company, he had secured relief from 
burdensome rules which, he declared, 
had been imposed by miner “bosses” 


without the knowledge of the heads 


of the corporation. Mr. Rockefeller, 
with E. H. Weitzel, W. L. Mackenzie 
King, J. P. Thomas, division superin- 
tendent of the company, and A. Den- 
nison, the grievance man, went into 
the mine. 

Reaching the section where three 
men were at work, Rockefeller shook 
hands with each and Tony and Mike 
Bukinovich answered the questions of 
the of] king. Rockefeller asked par- 
ticularly regarding the wages and 
working conditions of the men, and 
received a wide variety of answers. 

Just before leaving the mine the 
party passed a mule patiently waiting 
for his ear to be loaded for another 
trip down the long passageway to the 
trolley tracks. Rockefeller began talk- 
ing to the mule driver, then suddenly: 
“Look there,“ he demanded, “why is: 
that mule chafed and bleeding from 
the harness?” The combined elo- 
quence of all. the mine officials pres- 
ent sufficed to persuade the man of 
millions that “green” mules always 
suffered abrasions from the harness 
until their skin became  callousea. 
Then, half satisfied, Rockefeller re- 
sumed his walk. Later in the day the 
ovens at Segundo were inspected.

“If the principles in the Ferris bin

men in the power business.” 

HITS PRIVATE OWNERSHIP. 

“It ie because of their desire to 
base rates upon a speculative increase 
in land values over and above a rea- 
sonable return upon the necessary and 
legitimate investment that certain rep- 
resentatives of water power interests 
have so insistently and persistently ad- 
vocated private ownership of public 
power sites,” easserted 0. C. Merrill, 
chief engineer of the United States 
Forest Service. 

“All the protection that capital 
needs, all the capital that develop- 
ment requires, can be obtained under 
a proper leasing system. Of ail the 
elements that enter into the cost of 
developing a power system, the only 
one that oan de altered by legisia- 
tion is the cost of capital. Certainty 
‘of tenure for a reasonable length / 
a prime requisite for cheap capital.” 

STATES’ RIGHTS. 


“The questions Involved in the set- 
tlement of who shall control the de- 
velopment of the resources of the 
States are, in the judgment of many. 
the most vital and important ques- 
tions to our country that have been 
raised since the Civil War,” declared 
Clyde C. Dawson of Denver. 

Mr. Dawson's address was a gen- 
eral summary of the contentions of 
those who oppose Ferris water 
power bill, which the Senate failed 
to vote on at the last session of Con- 
gress, but which will be reintroduced 
at the coming session. 

“There are many of our ablest living 
statesmen,” he said, “who now con- 
tend as was contended years ago by 
Jackson, Benton and others, that the 
proper solution of this question is for 
the Federal government to turn over 
to the States the title to all the re- 
maining lands within their borders.” 


A NEW PALACE 
FOR CROWN PRINCE. 
GROUP OF BUILDINGS BEING 


“ERECTED ON THE HAVEL 
AT POTSDAM. 


IA. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 4.—The splendid 
country residence for the Crown 
Prince on the Jungfernses, a broad 


arm of the Havel at Potsdam, has 


now been completed in the rough and 
will be ready for occupancy by next 
spring. The erection of the palace 
was necessary, it is ex- 
Plained, by reason of the increase in 
the Prince’s family. The Emperor 
supplied the money for building it, 
and it will remain the property of the 
crown, to become the residence of 
future Crown Princes. 

The palace is really a roup of 
buildings centering upon not less than 
five courts and covering about 12,000 
square yards. There are apartments 
for the Crown Prince himself, then 
for the Crown Princess and children; 
others for the officials of his court, 
and still others for the servants. Not 
less than four approaches for vehicles 


royal family, which leads into the 
court of honor, a second for guests 
and the court officials, a third for the 
children of the royal couple, and a 
fourth for trades people and servants. 
The buildings will be surrounded by 
spacious grounds, partly terraced: 
be two so-called rose 
gardens, and these, as well as the rest 
of the establishment, will give beauti- 
ful views over the Havel Lakes. The 
buildings are rather low and of simple 
outlines, with high roofs covered with 
red tiles. The palace will be just a 
good modern house, with an abun- 
dance of room and with modern com- 
forts, which are rather scarce in the 
older palaces of Germany. There 
will be, for example, not less than 
twenty bathrooms.«

HOPI DANCE BATTLE 
OF VARIOUS ANGLES. 


Young Women Defend Wielder of Knife, Declaring 
the Man He Wounded Insulted Them—Victim and 
His Friends Enter General Denial—No Record of 
a Club Liquor License or Permit. | 


SSERTING that Joseph Schaffer, | 
former Stanford University man 
and son of M. E. Schaffer, local 

realty operator, had grossly insulted 

them, three young women last night 

championed the cause of James H. 

Dawson, who stabbed and seriously 

wounded Schaffer. The young women 

are Miss Anna Dawson, her sister, 

Mrs. Mary Miller and Miss Mary Bee- 

be, residing in apartments at Pico 

street and Union avenue. Although 
of the same name, the sisters are not 
related to Dawson, who is in the City 

Jail on a charge of stabbing young 

Schaffer with intent to kill, immedi- 

atély following dance in the 

Flower-street hall, early yesterday 

morning. 

To drinking on the part of Schaffer 

and his two companions, John and 

George Sheedy, the young women 

place the blame for the entire affair, 

which may result fatally for the 
wounded man. Their declaration that 
the Sheedy brothers were at the 
dance, Is contradictory of the state- 
ment of the brothers at the Receiving 

Hospital when they were questioned 

by the police after they took in Schaf- 

fer. Then they stated that they had 


just been passing the place and had 
come across Schaffer, and noticing his 
serious wounds, had hurried him to 
a place of first aid. 

Last night they admitted they had 
been at the dance, but denied any mis- 
conduct, not only for themselves but 
for Schaffer as well. “There were 


about 150 persons at the dance and 


with only a small amount of beer to 
go around, it was impossible for any- 
one to get too much,” said John 
Sheedy. 

There is no city record of any l- 
cense or permit under which this club 
may serve liquor, according to the 
secretary of the Police Commission, 
and complaints may result. 

WHAT THE GIRLS SAY. 

Miss Anna Dawson Was the first of 
the girls to incur the attention of 
Schaffer, the young women say. “When 
I went to the small parlor adjoining 
the dance hall, Mr. Schaffer en- 
deavored to grab me and from then 


‘hello’ and ‘good-by’ ‘Lizz’ whenever 
I came near him. He followed us 
downstairs and kept calling us such 
names, as did the Sheedy boys, who 
were with him.“ said Miss Dawson. 
Her sister, Mrs. Miller, who recently 
obtained a divorce and who accom- 
panjed as a chaperon, declared that 
she had been similarly treated. It 
was she who precipitated the fight on 
the street. “When we got down- 
stairs Mr. Schaffer pushed against me 
and called me names,” she said. “I 
turned and slapped him across the 
face when he started to use fearfully 
vile and unmentionable language. 
With that some tall, rather heavy 
set man whom I did not know stepped 
up and intervened, stating that he 
would not allow any man to apply 
such epithets to a woman. 

“In the meantime Aleck Weir. one 
of our escorts, had also stepped in, 
but one of the Sheedy boys hit him 
in the eye and he hurried my sister 
and Miss Beebe to the machine.» My 
brother, John Dawson, Clyde Turner 
and Joseph H. Wieland. the other 
members of our party, pushed me 
across to the machine and we hurried 
off without seeing any of the real fight 
or the serious consequences.

In self-defense, he de- 
clares, he pulled his pocketknife, an 
ordinary implement of medium size, 
and attacked Schaffer, also cutting 
himself. “I was dazed when I saw 
the blood and walked back toward the 


hall, being met by several friends, who | 


took me in their machine and hurried 
me to the Recriving Hospital to have 
the wounds sewed,” he said. 

Howard J. Fossett, president of the 
Hopi Club, stated that Dawson eame 
to him just as he was leaving the hall 
with the bloody hands and would give 
no account of what had happened. 
“We saw no fight or knew nothing of 
it until we arrived at the Receiving 
Hospital, where the doctors were al- 
ready working on Mr. Schaffer.” said 
Mr. Fossett. He would not discuss 
the serving. of liquor at the dance, 
save that this had been customary for 
many months past and that only a 
small amount of beer was handed out 
for refreshment. 

BCHAFFER DENIES. 

To all of this young Schaffer, be- 

fore he was taken from the Receiving 


Hospital to the Hospital of the Good 


Samaritan, entered a general denial. 
He alleged that Dawson was the as- 
sailant in the fight and that before he 
realized what was happening he was 
earved and stabbed He admitted 
having a few glasses of beer, but 
stated that he was not intoxicated. 
His companions, the Sheedy pbroth- 
ers, stated that they had started for 
their home near 

“We saw nothing of the fight and 
it was only with the noise that we 
turned back,” said John Sheedy. “We 
had only gone a few steps when 
Schaffer came staggering along, hold- 
ing his right hand over his left side. 
My God, that fellow stuck me,’ he 
moaned as he leaned toward me. I 
felt the warm blood when I put my 
hand on his back to steady him, and, 
realizing the danger, called a rental].

He also denied emphatically that 
he or his brother had imbibed exces- 
sively, or that any of them had offered 
the three girls any insults, although 
he said they may have @ some 
familiar remarks. 

CHANCE OF RECOVERY. 


It was thought for a time that there 
was absolutely no hope for the recov- 
ery of young Schaffer and that Daw- 
son would have to be held on a mur- 
der or at least manslaughter charge. 
However, Schaffer, who is of very 
powerful build, is making a good 
showing.

The body will hie in the episcopal 
residence until 1:30 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon, when a notable procession 
will escort it to St. Vibiana’s Cathe- 
dral at Second and Main streets. There 
it will He in state until the funeral 
service on Friday morning. All who 
desire may visit the cathedral during 
the interim and pay their last respects 
to eg memory of the departed ecclesi- 
astic. 
All organizations wishing to take 
part in the procession from the epi- 
copal residence to the cathedral may 
do so. Gen. P. H. will be grand 
marshal. The route will be from the 
residence to Seventh street, east on 
Seventh street to Broadway, north on 
Broadway to Fourth street. east on 
Fou street to Main street, and 
_— north to St. Viblana’s Cathe- 
ral. 
Thousands of people will visit the 
cathedral during tomorrow afternoon 


to pay their last tribute of respect to the

HE SEAMY 6IDE OF DIVORCE. | 
Judge Monroe’s request to be trans 
ferred to another court, because the con- 
tinued distress of mind occasioned in the 
divorce court has become well-nigh un- 
bearable, reminds ys that there is still the 
sad and tragic side of divorce, still the 
drab misery of it all, although of late years 
the divorcons have been largely regarded 
as a subject of jest. 
We have made so many jokes, such very 
amusing jokes, at their expense. We have 
talked about freedom and legalized free 


nudged each other with a wink whenever 
the subject was mentioned. But the di- 
vorce court holds some of the bitterest 
tragedies of the world, and spells broken 
lives and a heritage of hateful remorse 
more often than anything else. : 

The wealthy divorces find us cynical, and 


And we 
don't hear much about the divorces of pov- 
erty—they are tog numerous and too unin- 
teresting to get into the papers; those 
divorces in which Judge Monroe has found 
it heartrending to try to make provision 
for a wife and numerous children out of a 
wage that would not purchase a clubman’s 
cigars.

Cargoes of wheat 
shipped from New York to a Mediterranean 
port, cargoes of cotton to Rotterdam and 
cargoes of meat to Copenhagen have been 
seized by Great Britain on the ground that 
their ultimate destination German mills 
and German stomachs. argoes of beet 
seed and cotton cloth and toys from Rotter- 
dam for New York have been seized by 
Great Britain to the extent of $150,000,000 
on the ground that they “originated” in 

The United States does not contend for 
the right to send contraband to Germany 
by way of neutral ports, nor the right to 
send noncontraband to blockaded ports. 


We do claim, and under the law of nations 


as it has existed for a hundred years, we 
can claim the right to send noncontraband 


band shipped from neutral ports. 


Our claim, as stated last spring in our 
note to Great Britain, is that innocent ship 
ments may be freely transported to and 
from the United States through neutral 
countries to belligerent territory without 
being subject to the penalties of contraband 
traffic or breach of blockade, much less to 
detention, requisition or confiscation.” 

Dr. John P. Bate, an Oxford authority on 
international law, the American 
contention. He writes to the London Quar 
terly that the claim of the British that they 
may seize innocent neutral-owned goods in 
& neutral ship trading between neutral ports 
if the goods be of enemy origin is “an al- 

unheard-of claim.” 

Another utterly absurd British claim is 
that they can maintain a close blockade of 
an enemy or of a neutral port at a distance 
of fifty or five hundred miles from land. 
The elementary principles of international 
law, as expounded by law writers, as in- 
dorsed by the Declaration of London and 
as established by treaty between maritime 
nations, require that a blockade, in order 
to be legal and effective, must be such as 
to prevent any neutral ship from entering 
or leaving a blockaded port. It is true that 
the development of the power of subma 
rines has practically ended the blockade of 
ports. But that does not give England the 
right she has assumed to abolish, by order 
of council, any and all features of interna- 
tional law that conflict with what she es- 
teems to be her interests. 

The British are unwilling to assume the 
risks of a close blockade while desiring all 
the benefits that come from such a block- 
ade. The British contention would mean, 
says the Springfield Republican, that if the 
Germans were to obtain control of the seas 
and Institute a blockade of Canadian ports, 
they could seize shipments of all kinds of 
goods to and from the port of Boston on 
the suspition that they were coming from 
or going to Canada. The Republican cannot 
see a single fundamental reason for our 
| Surrendering any essential neutral rights 
either to Great Britain or Germany. 

It becomes evident every day that each 
of the warring nations has attempted an 
impossible task in attacking the other as 
it has.

But along the western battle front in 
Europe there is stagnation, no forward or 
backward movement of any consequence, a 
lack of excitement where nothing ever 
seems to happen to affect the end of the 
war. Such warfare is uninteresting routine 
work, a monotony in resuits with an ever- 
increasing casualty list. No soldier, not 
even the officer, has the faintest notion of 
the general progress of the war or what 
effect his own,small scope of operations is 
having on the hundred-mile battle front; a 
few yards gained, a great many lives lost, 
immense quantities of ammunition blown 
away, and still always the same endless 
maze of trenches. 

Human beings can stand an extraordl- 
nary strain under the stimulus of excite- 
ment or brisk action. In present trench 
warfare there is nothing to kindle enthu- 
siaém or light a spark of hope. Never be- 
fore in war, outside of a besieged city, were 
such soul-deadening conditions to be faced.

LAND RULES. 
TO PREVENT “RINGERS” WORK. 


An important change in procedure 
in cases where claimants wish to se- 
cure land within the national forests, 
as just been announced by the Gen- 
eral Land Office, as effective October 
1. A copy of the new regulations has 
just been received by Register Roche 
and Receiver Mitchell. 
It provides that when a person 
files application to make entry or to 
amend an existing entry, embracing 
lands within a national forest, basing 
the right on settlement prior to the 
establishment of the forest, he or she 
must make a statement under oath 
containing a description of the land 
desired, date residence was estab- 
lished, character of improvements 
made and amount of land cleared and 
cultivated. A duplicate of this state- 
ment is sent by the local land o. 
clals to the supervisor of the national 
forest affected, suspending action for 
sixty days; or at the request of the 
forest supervisor, for a period not ex- 
ceeding six months. | 
When the register and receiver ts- 
sue notice of intention to. file final 
proof upon claims, either mineral or 
nonmineral, within a national forest, 
they shall furnish a copy to the su- 
pervisor. When the final proof is 
found to be defective, it is rejected, 
the forest service so advised. 
protest may be initiated against any 
claim embracing lands within national 
forests at any time prior to patent. 
Forest lieu and school selection land 
will be handled by the chiefs of field 
division of the General Land Office 
as formerly. 6 new rule places in 
the hands of the officers of the local 
Land Offices, the initiation of claims 
for land within the national forest, 
instead of with the field division, as 
has heretofore been the rule.
